The fact.ofthe matter is that consump- 
tion of every basic food listed, with the 
exception of poultry and wheat products, 
has grown from 6 to 24 per cent since war 
began—not a fiat six, And the major items 
—milk, eggs, meat are up from 12 to 24 per 
cent, and these, from the farmers’ stand- 
point, are what count. 

Since no one.would contend that people 
should eat less in peacetime than they do 
now, and since the home population is down 
by a quarter of a million men overseas, 
the domestic market for foods does not seem 
nearly so black as has been painted. .Pro-
